Street and the Albany Post’ Road. 

The six men have been under suspicion 
ever sincé’ Coroner Shongut learned that 
Mrs. Shanks probably did not commit 
suicide, as the police report stated, but 
drank fron’ an old vermouth bottle kept 
in. the basement in which was a solution 
of lysol and carbolic acid used for disin- 
fecting purposes. 

These men, among others, have been 
questioned by Coroner Shongut and an 
Assistant District Attorney on two occa- 
sions, but all denied that they knew who 
had brought the bottle up from the base- 
ment and put it on the table in the res- 
taurant where Chariés Halle, the waiter, 
said he had seen it a short time before.

“There are others in this case that are 
just as guilty as either of the McNa- 
mara brothers,’’ said Detective “Burns. 
“I do not think that the pleas of guilty 
in the case of either man should stop 
the prosecution of the case and the search 
for others implicated in the plot. 

“We will soon have Dave Kaplan and 
M. A. Schmidt, alias ‘Smithy,’ also want- 
ed in connection with the blowin p of; 
the Times Building, but there are still a 
number of.pthers. It would be injudicious 
for me to say how many or the nature 
of their positions in organized labor, but 
I will say that there are other prominent 
men mixed up in this affair, and I ex- 
pect to ‘saw wood’ until every last one 
of them is hounded down and brought 
to justice. : 

“I think this case shows to a positive 
certainty the foolishness of the effort on 
the part of any man to put himself above 
the power of the law. David-Kaplan is 
a red-hot Anarchist.

France. 

When -askea their opinion of the 
chances of a return to favor of more 
ample attire, the dressmakers all re- 
plied skeptically that several years 
might yet-pass before the present fash- 
ion underwent any radical change.

AIDS SUNDAY SCHOOL WORK. 


Marion Lawrence Completes Three 
Months’ Tour of England.

LONDON, Deo. 2, (by telegraph to 
Clifden, Ireland; thence by wireless.)— 
Marion Lawrence, the American Sun- 
day school leader, brought to a close 
his British tour to-day. It had lasted 
since September, when he left Chicago. 

The object of this tour was fivefold: 
{To inspire and strengthen the interest 
in Sunday school work, to consider 
practical Sunday school problems of 
the day, to emphasize the Sunday 
school as the Church's best evangelistic 
force, and to call attention to its work 
as a missionary force and as a medium 
for the cultivation of the spirit of In- 
ternational brotherhood and peace. 

Mr, Lawrence considers the position 
of the English Sunday school move- 
ment. to be very satisfactory. When 
asked whether he considered the Amer- 
fcan child brighter than the English, 
Mr. Lawrence replied: 

“No, children are children the world 
over.” 

His aphorisms have a directness that 
appealed to Sunday school leaders 
throughout the kingdom. 

“It is all very well,” he says, “ to at- 
tract children. to Sunday schools; but 
you must make it worth their while to 
remain inside. You can fool chickens 
by. offering them sawdust, .once or 
twice; but not for a longer time, Every- 
thing depends on the teachers. Given 
good teachers, well trained and well 
protected while they are at work, they 
will make a good school, even if it has 
to be held in a dry goods box.” 

.Mr.. Lawrence’s advice to English 
Sunday school teachers fs to the point: 

“If you go fishing and the fish will 
not bite, you don’t throw stones at 
them. You just change your bait.”

Mr, Franck should 
mot be unduly enraptured with his own 
accomplishment. Tramping has its draw- 
backs, for votaries of that sport haunt al- 
most exclusively back doors; farm sheds, 
and nightflops, (besides, of course, the 
high road.) The tramp world, however, ig 
the same in all nations, for national dif- 
ferentation only begins a trifle above it. 
The tramp world knows nothing of so- 
cial problems, of political movements, of 
music, or painting, or Hterature. Thea- 
tres, public buildings, private houses are 
inhospitable to “ moving-about”’ men. 

Gifted ‘with a vivid imagination and an 
unlimited vocabulary a cultured tramp 
might ‘have dazzled us by describing for 


the ten thousandth time the riot of color 


which Characterizes the popular life of 
Spain... Or a brilliant egotist might have 
fascinated us-with a relation of the varl- 
ous. states of mind induéed ty the con- 
témplation of Spanish scenery. Mr. 
Franck is merely talky and describes very 
little besides a Spanish Bull fight which 
he had vowed he would not describe; he 
never “tires Of ridiciling the “ almost 


knee-deep” rivers of Spain, and he oblig- 
ingly records every mouthful of strange 


food’ he ate. He seldom bothers with the 
Vital questions of the day. His view: of 
art will be fittingly iihistrated by the in- 
dignation which he feels over the fact 
that “ gruesome paintings depicting mar- 
tyrs_undtrgoing torture are set.up in pub- 
lic places of worship where little children 
come dally.” Finally, when Mr. Franck 
takes upan hiniself to philosophize on the 
destinies of the Natien the ease with 
which he solves.political and economic 
problems is most refreshing. “ There is 
one road to_redemption for Spain,” he de- 
clares. with much finality, “that. she 
shoot her priests and set her soldierg to 
work.” As the publisher's announcement 
Gasures us that Mr. Franck is “ gifted | 
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the life of the Rhineland, 
people its towns, and picture many of the 





HE story of “ The Mating of Anthea,” 
by Arabella Keneally, (John Lane 
Company, $1.25.) is written around a 

certain Dr. Drax, a man of “ big head, big 
brain, and mighty personality,” who did 
not enter & room, but “streamed in,” 
whose smile “ creamed upon his lips,” and 

whose views upon all subjects from the 

Pasteur treatment to the training of wo- 

men were the reverse of those commonly- 
accepted. Energetically and at length 

he was given to unfolding these views, but 

his master passion was for the Race.

The plot is thoroughly original, and is 
well developed, The lity of Anthea 
one cannot judge, ce in real life she 
has never had a prototype. Her creator 
has made her plausible as well as charm- 
ing, ‘and that {s all that can be asked. 
We need not inquire too curiously into 
her credibility, The harangues of Dr. 
Drax beeome tedious long before he has 
exhausted the exposition of his theories, 
but the real blot ppon the book is its 
concession to the Zeitgeist in the repulsive 
and needless intrusion of a narrative of a 
liaison between a weak young man and a 
depraved married woman. Of course it 
gives it zest, but it is quite beside the 
issues of the story, and might well have 
been spared, 

Upon the whole, ‘The Mating of An- 
thea “is a nove) to’ be commended in that 


it not only excites and holds the regder’s 


interest, but that it makes a noble plea 
for the children of the fiiture, and fur- 
nishes food for thought in many direc- 
tions.

Nsh renamed the stréet, g it Broad- 
way, the. Dutch translated it into Breed- 
weg. -At the time of the English occuna- 
tion in 1664 the highway extended only 
to the. paligade, built for protection 
against the Indians, which gave Its name 
to Wall Street. £ : 

The history of old New York is réplete 
with interest to the New Yorker. Scarce- 
‘ly a street downtown but whose name has 
some historic significance, and these are 
so entwined and wrapped about the his- 
tory of Broadway that the story of one 
becomes the stéry of all.

Fled from Temptation, Al- 
though He Was No Saint 


Man ever knows the whole deory 
of the goodness or the badness 
of another man’s nature. Full- 
ness of knowledge upon that 
question {fs reserved for his intimate 
associates among women. And therefore 
it is necessary, before passing final judg- 
ment upon any man, to see him through 
the eyes of his women friends and his 
sweethearts and to know what manner of 
‘women.they were. Such a study of the 


friends -of Goethe has been made by ‘ 


Mary Caroline’Crawford,* and her result- 
ing estimate of his character is of @ sort 
to better it in the popular opinion.

excuses for his unpardonable neglect of 
her was one of the most Joving,. sweetest, 
and most long-suffering of mothers, while 
the illustrious Goethe was one of the most 
selfish, cold-blooded, and least consider- 
ate of sons.” 
Concerning Goethe's infatuation for 
Charlotte Von Stein, the nature of which 
has greatly puzzled students of his life, 
Miss Crawford confesses that she has had 
much difficulty in making. up her mind. 
But her final conclusion, after ‘her resi- 
dence in Weimar and study of the relics 
and records of thei? lives, is that a pla- 
tonic .interpretation. must be put upoh 
their remarkable friendship. Of the beau- 
tifal Lill, to whom he was betrothed for 
a time, she says “that ncne of the wo- 
men With wh m Goethe at one time or an- 
other “fell in love’ was really so suited’ to 
him as Lili.” Chaflotte Buff, she de- 
*olarés; “‘inight have served for a model of 
the three Ks which the present Kaiser 
is forever exalting,”'and she thinks that 
the “hectic ‘state of niind iito which she 
“plungéad the young poet was due more to 
‘the'fact that the girl did not respond to 
“his fascitiations and his lovemaking as- 


did ‘othe? young women than to real love, 
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and she adds that if the young woman, as 
in Thackeray's version, “ went on cutting 
bread and butter’ it was not long until 
Goethe himself, notwithstanding his re- 
cent ecstasies, was able to make “ bread 
and butter out of the episode. 

She -credits Goethe, indeed, with “ea 
distinct propensity for getting the great- 
est possible amount of emotion and ‘ma- 
terial’ out of every amorous adventure | 
that came his way.” Of Angelica Kauff- 
man, who .‘ helped to. glorify Italy. for 
him,""_she says that ‘Goethe had. most 
profound admiration for the lovely soul 
of this sweet woman who had suffered 
much.” But, commenting upon the opin- 
fon of an author who thinks that if she 
had been free Goethe would have m — 
her, ‘she says: “‘ Biographers should 
better than to assume that Gocthe bas 
have been glad to’ marry every woman 
with whom he fel) in love.. Quite th® 
contrary!’ 

Miss’ Crawford sets Christiane Vulpius, 
whem Goethe findily married after hay- 
ing kept her in his house as his mistre@ 
for many yeats, upon a higher level as to 
both condition and character than most 
authors have acccérded her. By birth her 
Tank was equal to his, although the -fam- 
ity had become impoverished. Christiane 
‘was @ good girl, and when the poct met 
her was trying to help out their narrow 
Circumstances by working in what corre- 
Sponjed to ovr modern arts and crafts 
mnoyement. She was not a “factory girl.” 
Goethe -truly loyed her, Miss Crawford 
thinks, and she made his home life happy. 
It Was partly for her sake that he broke 
off his frichdship with Frau von Stein 
and partly becatise that lady allowed her- 
self. to become querulous.and complaining.
